Philadelphia. Economic rela- 
tions and military preparations 
aro the two main components of 
American policy. In this context, 
American relations with the de- 
veloping countries are of crucial 
importance, said President Rea- 
8*0, in a speech Lo the 
Council on International Affairs, 
during which he talked about 
American policy towards the 
developing nations. The speech 
had been timed to coin- 
cide with the summit meet- 
ing faeLween the hoads of stale 
and government of a number of 
capitalist and developing coun- 
tries, lo bo held next week In 
tha Mexican cily of Cancun. 


According to the president, 
among the foreign economic 
policy measures his administra- 
tion intends to take Is on "Im- 
provement of the climate" in 
the developing countries to 
facilitate capital Investment by 
Western monopolies. Reagan 
pointed out that today private 
investment accounted for as 
much as 70 per cent of all the 
capital Influx Into the develop- 
ing world, but ho neglected to 
mention [bat this had led to the 
considerable Indebtedness of the 
newly-indepondent states.

THE USES OF WASTE 
PAPER 

The world's paper manufac- 
turers ate always on the lookout 
for new, eflectlvo methods of 
processing waste paper. Tests 
have beeu earned out at the 
pulp-and-paper Industry Institute 
in Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, on 
new equipment for processing 
old newspapers, used punched 
cards, paper packing and so on. 
The lech iil logical process in- 
volved is rather simple- Waste 
paper Ik cut Into small strips 
and treated with hot water. 
After thte a special rotary ma- 
chine sorts tne mass of pulp 
Into light and dark shades. A 
solution of glue Is added to the 
light pulp which Is transformed 
Into smooth and clean paper 
suitable for exercise books and 
notepads. The dark pulp Is util- 
ized foi packing cardboard.

CURE FOR 
STOUTNESS 

Acupuncture enthusiasts main- 
tain that II cures moat diseases.

SOVIET 

AND FRENCH SCIENTISTS EXPLORE SPACE 


In France the Soviet and 
French scientists have ended 
their 18th mealing on coopera- 
tion In the exploration of space. 
Speaking at a press conference. 
Professor P. Mjrel, deputy di- 
rector general of the French 
centre for space exploration, 
stressed that the meeting allow- 
ed to evaluate the results 
achieved In the Soviet-French 
cooperation, and to exchange 
views ob the first scientific data 
obtained from the Aureole satel- 
lite which was recently launch- 
ed under the Sovtet-Freneh 
Arcade programme. He said that 
the Information from ihe satel- 
lite was of great scientific in-

The meeting ' also examined 
preparations for the Implemen- 
tation of the next few Joint pro- 


jects. Most attention was con- 
centrated on the preparations 
for a Joint flight by Soviet and 
French spacemen on board the 
Soviet Salyut space complex. 
This month, he said, Iha French 
side will deliver to the Soviet 
Union the Instruments which 
are to be used to carry out the 
experiments during the lllghl.

The production of the ncufron weapon may have most 
dangerous consequences for iha causa of universal peace, 
writes Ihe lournal INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS. 

The /oiirnal paints oul llial a new barbaric type ol weapon 
ol mass annihilation ol people is launched Into batch produc- 
tion. Doctors, scientists, and specialists authoritatively slated 
the extreme danger ol l he consvquci^ecs o) fhe use of the 
neutron weapon. The neutron warhead fs one of fhe mosl 
refined varieties ol Ihe nuclear weaponry, which Is, fust as 
tha atomic bomb, a weapon ol mass annihilation. 

The assertion ihal Ihe neuiron weapon Is aimed al military 
personnel, taking pari fn com ha f operations, end does noi 
affcci civilians is obviously aimed at uninformed people, Ibe 
journal stresses. It Is known tiial even al a distance oJ 1,200 
metres from the epicentre ol the blast ol a neuiron bomb wifh 
a capacity of one ft/fo/onns (the bomb dropped on Hiroshima 
had a capacity of 20 kllolonnesj there will bo an area oi 
4.5 square kilometres In size whore all living things will he 
killed. Over an area of 15 square fttioaicfres people will be 
subjected to radiation which will cause grave diseases In them 
and genetic Impairmenfs fn their offsprings. 

The neutron bomb fs dangerous not only for fhe Itvtng but 
also tor fhe succeeding generations. If fs Ihe civ 1/ tons who 
will sirs fain ftcavfesf casualties given the dense population in 
a number of countries where the neuiron weapon Is likely to 
be stationed, Ihe Journal concludes.

Neither the New Soviet En- 
cyclopaedia, nor the latest En- 
cyclopaedic Dictionary provide 
any information on the litera- 
ture of the Saaxul or the Elelmen 
peoples. (The Saaml with a pop- 
ulation ol LflOO ltva Id Uie north 
European part of tha USSR] the 
Ilelmena, numbering 1,300 peo- 
ple come from tho Kamchatka 
Peninsula In the north-east of the 
USSR.] The facl fo Ibal the first 
works ol Action lo have been 
written in tho languages of these 
two nationalities, dale only from 
1081. It fo by no means out of 
Iho question therefore. Ihni new 
literalurcs may soon be added lo 
our multinational, 7 7-1 an gn age- 
strong, Soviet literature. 

Plays In this country are 
staged in 47 languages, radio and 
television programmes are broad- 
cast !u 67 languages, and book9 
and magazines are published In 
80 languages. It should be noted 
that during the years ol Sovlcl 
power, 40 nationalities have 
developed written languages ol 
their own. 

But what exactly Is represented 
by all these figures? Let me lake 
as an example tho cultural dev- 
elopment of tho peoples In Da- 
ghestan and In Ihe Extreme 
North. 

Daghestan Is a small ronuliy 
lu lie Northern Caucasus pop- 
ulated by numerous nalloiiHll- 
lies — the Avars, tlio Lezgliians, 
the Kiunyks. the Laks, and 
others all speaking different 
languages. Ueforo the 1017 
Socialist Revolution, they had 
ao written language ol their 
owu. no professional oris, 
and tho fame of Individual 
folk singers never went beyond 
their own village. 

Now, tba Daghestan Ians have 
their own nation af written langu- 
age, literature and art. The names 
of the Daghestanian poet Rasul 
Gamzatov and composer Mural 
Kazhlayev are well known in 
this country and abroad. 

Whereas half a century ago, 
few people even In Russia knew 
anything about the Udeghea, the 
Yukaghlrs, the Evenks, the Ko- 
ryaks and the Chukchi — minor- 
ity nationalities from the North- 
today, there are novels, stories 
and poems written In the langu- 
ages of those peoples. Thanks to 
translations into Ruslan, a broad 
section ol the Soviet reading 




the names of the Chukchi writ- 
ers Yuri Rylkhen and Antonina 
Kymytvali with the name* of 
Umuro Ado and Nikolai Kiril- 
lov, who belong to tha 800-alrong 
Yukaghlr people, and of the 
Evenk writer Nikola] KaUllo, 
and tha Udggbe .Dxfaaul 
Klmonko.

A Finnish delegation, beaded 
by A. Karjalainen, Chairman ot 
tha Bank of Finland and Chair- 
man of tha Finnish side of the 
permanent Intergovernmental So* 
viet-Floulsh commission on 
economic cooperation, visited the 
Soviet Union recently In con- 
nection with celebrations to 
mark the 60th anniversary of the 
State Bank or the USSR.
